Sir Valentine Chirol Kas" given 
his views to an Cdccrrer tepres- 
entativa on the devastation in 
Asia Minor. 

“Rolief,” said Sir Valantine, 
“ts clearly the most urgent need. 
People can hardly realise what it 
means tor nearly a million human 
beings, most of them women and 
children and elderly men, to be 
driven to leave their homes and 
everything they possess just when 
winter ia approaching. and for 
that million cf human beings to 
be dumped down on 8 small and 
frightfully exhausted and im- 
poverished country ‘such as 
Greece, which itself has only a 
pooulation of about ive millions. 
” “This is not a question of pati- 
tics, although thanks tothe policy 
of their late Government English- 
men cannot repudiate all respons- 
ibility for the present catas- 
trophe. It is a question of sheer 
humanity, of life and death for 
nearly a million people, and such 
questions have never rat appealed 
to the British people in vain.

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Oaks as War Memorials. 

In an Essex village oak trees 
have been planted ss memorials 
to men who died in the war. 
Thay bear attached to them the 
names which they severally cam- 
memorate, and tha hope has-been 
expressed that other villages will 
follow the same idea. 

It is ona which should appeal 
to pious sentiment. Trees have 
played an immemorial. part io 
the religion of mankind, ard 
especially of the primitive in- 
habitants of this island. They 
Jast, particularly oaks, which 
have jong been taken as em- 
blems of national endurance, for 
many generations, and, being 
natural, they can be subject to no 
changes of aesthetic fashion and 
to no such risk of dubious 
approval as all but pronounced 
masterpieces of hacdiwork in- 
evitably incur, 

Tt must be confessed shat not 
all . our war memorials ate 
successful aa works of art. In 
any case, stane and metal, the 
usual materials, tend ta become 
conventional if they are repeated 
everywhere. With cara timber 
can b> made to Isst almos: in. 
definitaly; and ta the life of 
living timber, such as the 
Eases villagera have chosen for 
their memorial, there can. be 
assigned no date of years 
to which that of ston: or metal 
can be said to be markedly 
superior. A trez, however, or a 
row of treea, is not easy to plant 
successfully: it is not ecough to 
suppose that when once trees 
begin to take root they will 
grow without fursher care; and 
the villagers, therefore, like 
others who plant trees, must see 
to it that their young oaks are 
tided over the perils of infancy. 
Bat they will have the best 
motive for protecting and! 
nourishing. They will be, if no: 
the artiticers, at least the partnirs 
of the artidicer, the architects of| 
their own landecape, and reapons- 
ib’e for its upkeep. In their co- 
operation with nature ther mas be 
happy in the knowledze that no 
one will ever be able to criticizs 
theirtaste or its product, for theirs 
is 4 medium in which alone all 
men may work without reproach 

All men cannot be artists, or 
at all times, and art itself seems 
to be the by-praduct of mary 
conditions, which are often 
diffcult of simaltaneous fulfil- 
ment; bat. if contemporary ‘con- 
structive taste.is: insipid, it can 
ba at least partially redeemed 
by a.recourse to nature. “ Like 
some tall palm “the noiseless 
fabric sprung” was a fsrmous 
description of an act of building. 
So, inleed. should fine buildings 
rise: hut if they cannot, let us 
acknowledge, like the Essex folk, 
that our band is out, and that we 
would, therefore, have the palm 
for the fabric, and io our England 
villages the oak for the palm.

an explosion. Albert Luther 
Messenger, who was workiog 
with Jaroieson when the explo- 
sion occurred shortly after three 
o'clock in the morning, said that 
the doctor advised removal to 
the Poplar Hospital. The wit- 
ness telephoned to the Barking 


Council ambulance station, but 
the officials refused to send 
the ambulance as the ac- 
cident bad occurred out of 
their district, though the 


witness said that the firm would 
willingly repay the expense. The 
witaess bad previously applied to 
East Ham authorities, but. their 
ambulance had broker. down. 

Dr. R. f. Guthrie (the !coroner) : 
Did you inform’ toe Barking 
people about that?—Yes, and that 
T had been referred to them by the 
police. After that I phoned- up 
Ilford, and they replied that they 
were in the same position as 
Barking, but that if the firm 
would pay the expense thay would 
send their ambulance, I gave 
that assurance, they sent the am- 
bulance, and the injured man waa 
removed at about 4.15 a.m., about 
an honr after the accident. "
